It was warm Monday morning and 


court di'1 not opeu on tbe hour. 
Two 


jurymen were late, but when they ar- 
rived all was in readiness. 
A crowd 


bad collected at tbe ringing of the 
second bell, but it was not as large as 
usual. It grew larger, however, as tbe 
day advanced. Two electric fans did 
all in their power to keep the court- 
room cool. 
George W. Helter was on tbe stand, 


and in re-direct examination said: 
"I went to the house of Sadie Stev- 


enson to call Thomas McConnell, the 
commissioner, who was rooming there. 
I wxs also there withbim in bis room, 
I was in the bouse at no other time." 


Captain James cross examined. The 
witness said:

Then try all secret societies by two or 
three- rules. 


Influence on Home Life. 


Test the first: Their influence on home, 


if you have a home. That wife soon 
loses her influence over her husband who 
nervously aud foolishly looks upon all 
evening absence as an assault on domes- 
ticity. How are the great enterprises of 
reform and art and literature and benefi- 
cence and public weal to be carried on if 
every man is to have hia world bounded 
on one fride by his front doorstep and on 
the other side by his back window, know- 
ing nothing higher tban his own attic or 
lower than his own cellar? That wife 
wbo becomes jealous of her husband's at- 
tt-Dtion to art or literature or religion or 
charity is breaking her own scepter of 
conjucal power. 
I know an instance 


where a wife thought that her husband 
was giving too many nights to Christian 
service, to charitable service, to prayer 
meetings and to religious convocation. 
She systematically decoyed him awaj 
uuti! now be attends no church, waits 
npou no charitable institution and is on a 
rapid way to destruction, his morals gone, 
his money gone and. I fear, his soul gone. 


Lot any Christian wife rejoice when 


her husband consecrates evenings to the 
service of humanity and of God or any- 
thing elevating, but let no man sacrifice 
home life to secret society life, as many 
do. I can point out to you a great many 
names of men who are guilty of this sac- 
rilege. They are as genisJ as angels at 
the society room and as ugly as sin at 
home. They are generous on all subjects 
of wifce suppers, yachts and fast horses, 
but they are stingy about the wives' 
dresses and the children's shoes. That 
ninn has made that which might be a 
healthful influence a usurper of his affec- 
ti.'cs. and IK- has married it, and he is 
guilty of moral bigamy. Under this proc- 
ess the wife, whatever her features, be- 
comes uninteresting aad homely. He be- 
comes critical of her. does not like the 
dress, does not like the way she arranges 
b-r hair, is amazed that be ever was so 
ii»"r<»mactic as to offer her hand and 
hi-art- There are secret societies where

Another test by which you can find 


whether yoor secret society is right or 
wrong is the effect it has on your secular 
occupation. 
I can understand how 


through such an institution a man can 
reach commercial success. I know some 
men have formed their best business re- 
lations through such a channel. If the 
secret society has advantaged you in an 
honorable calling, it is a good one, but 
has your credit failed? Are bargain mak- 
ers now more anxious how they trust you 
with a bale of goods? 
Have the men 


whose names were down in the commer- 
cial agency Al before they entered the 
iodety been going down since in com- 
mercial standing? Then look out. You 
and 1 every day know of commercial es- 
tablishments going to ruin through the 
social excesses of one or two members, 
their fortune beaten to death with ball 
players' bat or cut amidships with the 
front prow of the regatta or going down 
inder the swift hoofs of the fast horses 
ur drowned in the large potations of 
cognac or Uonongahela. That secret so- 
ciety was tbe Loch Earn. Their business 
was the VUle de Havre. They struck, 
and the VUle de Havre went under! 


The third test by which you may know 


whether the society to which yon belong 
is good cr bad is this: What is its effect 
on your sense of moral and religious ob- 
ligation? 
Now, if 1 should take tbe 


names of all the people hi this audience 
and put them on a roll and then I should 
lay that roll back of t"iis organ and a 
hundred years from now some one should 
take that roll and call it from A to Z 
there would not one of yon answer. 
I 


say that any society that makes me for- 
get tbat fact is a bad society. 


When I go to Chicago, I am sometimes 


perplexed at Buffalo, as I suppose many 
travelers are. as to whether it Is better 
to take the Lake Shore route or the Mich- 
igan Central, equally expeditious and 
equally safe, getting to their destination 
at the same time. 
But suppose that I 


hear that on one route the track is torn 
up. the bridges are down and the switches 
are unlocked, it will not take me a great 
while to decide which road to take. Now, 
here are two roatk in the future—the 
Christian and the un-Christian. the safe 
and the unsafe. Any institution or any 
association that confuses my ideas in re- 
gard to that fact is a bad institution 
a bad association. I had prayers before 
I joined that society. Did I have them 
afterward ? I attended the house of Goc 
before 1 connected myself with th?<. un- 
ion. 
Do I absent myself from religious 


influences?

BOTTLED SUNSHINE. 


Bottled sunshine has at last txnsM a 
sossible thing, though somewhat eoMiy. 
tadiuiu is the mineral which promise* to 
urai&ii as with practically endsurinc hot- 
led sunshine. The peculiarity of this 
>cttled sunshine, however, is that h * 
without neat. 


Professor Langley, wbo has been Aiak- 


ing experiments in this direction, recently 
received two hermetically sealed rials 
containing radium, a mineral discovered 
by Mme. Tklodowska Cone, a Polish 
chemist, in tbe salts of uranium. Th* 
uofessor has found radium to poeces* 
wonderful properties. From these rials, 
which are each about the size of your lit- 
:le finger, an unceasing greenish whita 
ight issues. 
This remarkable light gives its Immedi- 


ate surroundings a peculiar glow, like 
that from X rays. One of th*s rials con- 
tain* a white, starchlike powder, and the 
other a similar substance broken into 
cubes with faces a tenth of an inch in 
dimension. In the dark these rials give 
sufficient light to enable one to read a 
printed page held clocelr to them. 


Tbe power shown by this small quan- 


tity of radium leads the scientist to th* 
conclusion that half a pound of the min- 
eral, if thinly spread out. would light an 
ordinary sitting room. 


Moreover, if in giving off light th* 


radium parts with energy, it is so slight 
as not to be measurable, an estimate be- 
ing that an almost indefinite time would 
be required to exhaust the light giving 
properties of the two small rials in ques- 
tion. 
Its energy is apparently in the 


mineral itself, for after being in the dark 
for a couple of months the light given 
forth was nowise weaker. 


Curiously enough, chemists used hith- 


erto to treat radium a* thongh it were 
practically valueless, but now the mineral 
has become so precious that it costs 
about $1,000 an ounce, for only small 
quantities of it are found in uranium, 
and its extraction is very costly. 


This mysterious radium is capable OE 


emitting two distinct sets of rays—one 
like ordinary daylight and the other like 
X rays. Moreover, the rays hare the ef- 
fect of sunlight on a photographic nega- 
tive- Finally, tried as an X ray, the light 
was found capable of photographing 
through the wood of a plate holder.

The Chihuahua and Pacific railroad 


has inau^umled an enterprise which, 
while ei.i>eu?he n«w. w:!l soon be of 
groat beaeat to ilie i-oUKtry au<l iads- 
r«vi!y to the road itself, says the Chi- 
huahua. iMes.£co' corresi>vudeai of the 
New York l'oj-t. This is the education 
of the Mexican farmer. The primitive 
way in which uiany Mesk-au farms are 
cuadiK-u.il would seem almost 
ble to the average American, who is 
familiar with the improvements in ag- 
ricultural u^ch!t»ery used in the Tnited 
States. But in many parts of this coun- 
try, especially In those away from rail- 
roads, wheat is still thrashed out with 
a hand nail, wine Is rsade by treading 
the grapes under foot, transportation 
is accomplished by ox teams drawtug 
huge and iuiiueusely heavy carts, ifce 
wheels of which are made from the 
solid truuks of trees, and modem plows, 
harrows and cultivators are unknown. 


With such appliances only small crops 


can be obtained, and the officers of the 
road decided that if they could intro- 
duce modern methods they would in- 
crease the productiveness of the farms 
along their route aud would in the end 
greatly improve their own business. 
So ther hired Professor J- G. Haney 
of the" Cui-.td States agricultural ex- 
periment station in Kaunas and told 
him to show the Mexicans how to run 
a farm.
